Ottawa Hopeful 
Of Strike ‘Break’ 


TORONTO, (CP)— C. H. Mill- 
ard, national director of the 
United Steelworkers of America 
(C.L0.), announced Saturday the 
union’s national advisory com- 
mittee has been called into ses- 
sion in Toronto Tuesday, and he 
is prepared’ to recommend that 
the union security issue in the 
basic steel strike be submitted to 
an impartial arbitrator named by 
the federal government.

OTTAWA.—With the gap be- 
tween government and union al- 
ready “narrowed,” Ottawa officials 
are hopeful that the gap between 
|the union and management may 
now narrow to a point where a 
break could be expected in the steel 
strike deadlock. 

H. G. Hilton, president of the 
Steel Company of Canada, announ- 
ced Friday night his concern is 
willing to institute the voluntary 
check-off, but will not accept the 
“Rand formula” involving a com- 
pulsory check-off for all workers 
union and non-union, but giving 
non-union workers the right 
take part in strike votes. 

This bureau learns that the offer 
is not a new one, the company hav- 
ing been willing to accept a volun- 
tary check-off for some time past. 
But it is timed to place the manage- 
|ment’s position prominently before 
the public, including the workers.

vote, unless some such formula as 
Mr. Justice Rand's were applied, or

| polled. Otherwise a new vote would 
mean going, over the head of the 
union, 

Mr. Hilton objects to the Rand 
proposition because in his view, it 
would mean mulcting Stelco em- 
ployes of more than $100,000 a year 
“against the will of most of them,” 
| for the benefit of the union's trea- 
sury.

number of law enforcement offi- 
| cers be increased to such an extent 
|as may be required to see that de- 
liveries are not impeded. 

“Further, be it resolved that inso- 
far as the city can aid in assisting 
in deliveries in Edmonton that this 
assistance be afforded. That shouid 
| total deliveries fall below the maxi- 
mum demand, the commissioners do 
what they can to see that the most 
necessitous cases are supplied first.”

Great ingenuity had been used in 
cons\raction of the set, many parts 
being painstakingly fashioned from 
wood. The set may have been used 
to pick up messages from Germany 
during the war

Other disease rates are corres- 
pondingly high, he indicates. Three 
and a half m'‘llion children require 
extra food and almost 3,000,000 need 
| medical care. 
| The country has lost 17 percent of 
its prewar population; 50 percent 
of its industrial capacity and all of 
its modern machine tool production, 
Phillips says. 

Phillips, presumably, had access 
to sources of information not pre- 
viously available. Kt gives weight 
to his calculations. 

The labor party secretary says, 
|“as one finds in so many countries.

At least one provincial Premier has asked 
that an inquiry be instituted. It is evident 
that more produce than that of A.F.U, mem- 
bers is being held back from market in Al- 
berta. And while they have no collective 
way of expressing their views there is no 
cause to doubt that the majority of city- 


dwellers are favorable to a fact-finding in- | 


vestigation being got under way in this 
area. 

A probe of this kind would have to be de- 
tailed and thorough to be other than delus- 
ive. It would therefore be lengthy. But at 
least the setting up of a board with this pur- 


pose in mind would have a quie ting influence 


upon the whole situation in respect to the | 


orderly movement of farm products through 
the regular channels to the local consumers 
and world markets. 

Nobody would expect that a finding which 


would be worth while could be made on the | 


quick order principle. Exacting 
would have to be the first consideration. 
Sensible people know this ; and meanwhile 
business could flow along as usual. 

The Government would therefore be well 
advised to set up a commission, composed 
of men with no axes to grind, no prejudices 
to hinder them, and a talent for gathering 
and analysing facts. 


No Time Like the Present 


As expected, miners in the soft coal fields 
of Alberta and 
Michel and Fernie, B.C.—voted overwhelm- 
ingly to strike “if necessary” ; leaving to 
their executives to decide as to the necessity 
andthe time. Out of 4500 miners more than 
3,700 voted, 
to authorize a strike. 

The outlook is said to be good for a settle- 
ment of terms in the domestic fields. As the 
executives of the two miners’ unions are 
working together it is not beyond hope that 
a settlement in the domestic fields would in- 
fluence the decision as to calling out the men 
in the steam coal mines. Nothing to that 
effect seems, however, to have been said by 
officials, 

It may have some bearing also that the 
prospect of reaching an agreement in the 
soft coal fields of the United States is re- 
ported better than it has been. The mines 
there are still under control of the Govern- 
ment, as they have been since May. They 
cannot be released until operators and miners 
frame a new contract under which they are 
prepared to carry on. This is said to be now 
probable. 

Should a settlement be made in the U.S. 
mines, the terms would be supposed to be 
studied by the Alberta executive, perhaps 
with a view to resuming negotiations here. 

As matters stand Alberta’s soft coal fields 
are likely to cease producing but domestic 
fields continue to produce. Bearing in mind 
the uncertainties of the case however, the 
house-holder who requires coal for winter 
burning will make no mistake in getting in 
his supply as soon as he can. 


She Basiles On F 


The factories may stop making nails ; 
the mills aren’t sawing nearly enough lumb- 
er; any number of other things are scarce 
or getting scarcer. But not butter. There 
is a lot more of it in storage than there was 
last fall, and considerably more than there 
was a month ago.

EDMONTON CONSTRUCTION INDUSTRY 
|UNITES TO AID VETERANS’ HOUSING 


LUMBER DEALERS, SUPPLY HOUSES 
AND SUB-TRADES TO CO-OPERATE 
WITH HOME BUILDERS’ ASSOCIATION 


Determined to end current tie-ups in veterans’ housing projects, all branches of Edmonton’s con- 
struction industry have united to back the local Home Builders’ Assn. and the Priorities Advisory 
Committee in an effort to complete hundreds of unfinished veterans’ homes in the city and throughout 


northern Alberta. 


This was announced today by a special committee representing the Home Builders, Lumber Re- 
tailers and the various sub-trades and supply houses. As a result of this united action by the construc- 
tion industry, it is confidently expected that at least 250 homes in Edmonton will be completed be- 
fore winter, and that still greater numbers will be completed before spring. 


“The Edmonton Home Builders and the Priorities Advisory Committee are pleased indeed to re- 
ceive such generous support from all branches of the industry, and I feel that such a determined ef- 
fort on the part of private enterprise will assist our governments immensely in solving the problem of 
allocating building supplies.” This was a comment made by George Prudham, chairman of the com- 
mittee. ‘‘In the final analysis, those engaged in any specific industry are best qualified to tackle 
problems facing that industry.’’ 


Mr. Prudham continued: “Since the home builders of Edmonton initiated this program, we have 
received the all-out support of three Dominion Government Departments, as well as that of the Pro- 
vincial Government and the City of Edmonton, and I am confident that with the entire industry now 
pledging support, we can in a short time solve the veterans’ home building problem throughout north- 
ern Alberta.”’ 


HOME SURVEY CONDUCTED 


The Priorities Advisory Committee was formed as result of decisions arrived at when the Edmonton 
Home Builders conferred with their National affiliate in Winnipeg some time ago. At that meeting, 
officials of the department of Reconstruction and Supply asked the home builders to conduct an im- 
mediate survey of unfinished homes in the city. 


This survey being completed and a report made to Ottawa, the Edmonton group was then requested 
to sponsor an advisory committee of responsible citizens and government representatives, whose func- 
tion would be to conduct an immediate registration of all veterans’ homes not less than 50% completed. 

Assurances were given that when the total of actual shortages had been revealed by the registra- 
tion, steps would be taken to channel the needed materials through normal retail] outlets to the indi- 
vidual project. 


The first registration was completed on Sept. 2, and retarne revealed that In Edmonton, some 250 
eterans’ homes had qualified for immediate assistance, and will receive top priority for materials, 
Registrations sre continuing, and yeterans whose homes are to § lowed gategory, of pompletion wil} 
be attended fo in due course, 


Because no other body of this nature is functioning in northern Alberta, many applications for 
assistance have been received from outside points, and the Committee has now enlarged its field of 
service to include Red Deer and the territory north of that city. 


LUMBER DEALERS ASSIST 


The Edmonton Retail Lumbermen’s Assn. has pledged full assistance in carrying out this program 
and in addition, will enlist the support of all members of the Western Canada Retail Lumbermen’s 
Assn., so that reliable sources of information, advice and supply will be available to all veterans outside 
Edmonton who are not able to contact a branch of D.V.A. 


Of major importance to Edmonton veterans is the decision of Edmonton lumber dealers to make 
available immediately all the building supplies on hand, pending receipt of replenishments through 
the Priorities Advisory Committee. This will make for a welcome speed-up in the building program, 
and the dealers feel that in view of the urgency of the housing situation, other customers will bear 
any possible delays in deliveries with patience and understanding. 


It is felt that if veterans’ homes can be completed, then thé industry will be able to operate on 
a normal basis, and that the most energetic steps must be taken now to house as many veterans as 
possible before winter. 


SUPPLIERS AND SUB-TRADES ASSIST 


Speaking on behalf of the supply houses and sub-trades, H. M. Cullis said, “Our sections of the in- 
dustry will go all out to assist in this program. Our wholesalers, supply houses and sub-contrae- 
tors will do everything possible to conform to the wishes of the Priority Committee.’”’ 


Similar expressions were voiced by Thornton Graham and James Morgan, representing the plumb- 
ing and general supply houses. Further endorsation comes from the Mayor of Edmonton and the Dept. 
of Economic Affairs, Provincial Government. The co-operation of D.V.A., V.L.A. and the Chief Priori- 
ties Officer for Canada has already been made known.

It has often been said that a man must have a sense 
of dedication to some high and noble cause if he is to lead

himself, he is not only being selfish, but is cutting himself 
off from the fullness of life around him. What is worse, 
he is not being a good Christian, 

To be truly happy, a man must have a lively sense of 
kinship with other men. He must be ready to share his 
joys and possessions as well as his burdens with others. 
To him the oft-used phrase, ‘the common good,” must be 
more than a political or even pious slogan : it must be a 
reminder that the very gift of life itself is something that 
must be shared lest it become empty and profitless. 

The world needs generosity. There is much misery 
around us because too many men are content to live in isol- 
ated egotism. These individuals may argue that the suffer- 


ing and want they see on every side are not matters that | 


concern them, but the fact remains that only the spirit of 
common service, universally awakened, can ever hope to 
keep these evils from multiplying. 

The common good means simply that Christians recog- 
nize each other as neighbours and feel a definite responsib- 
ility toward one another.

Pioneer of Peace River, 
T. Kerr Dies at 85 Years 


GRANDE PRAIRIE. — Thomas 
Kerr, one of the oldest pioneers of 
the Peace River country and former 
Hudson's Bay Co. factor and trader, 
died at his Sturgeon lake home at 
the age of 85 years. Funeral serv- 
ices were held in the Presbyterian 
church here Burial was in the 
Grande Prairie cemetery. 

Born in Haddington, East Loth- 


ian, Scotland, in 1861 Tom Kerr join- 
ed the Hudson’s Bay Company at 
the age of 17 and set off for a life 
of adventure in the fur trade in 
Canada in June, 1878. He arrived at 
the present port of Churchill after 
a stormy voyage featured by near 
collisions with icebergs. 

Eventually he arrived at Edmon- 
ton by the steamboat, “The Lily.” 
From that point he was sent to 
Athabaska Landing by oxcart, then 
by York boat to Lesser Slave lake 
and again by oxcart to Peace River 
crossing which he reached in late 
September 1878. There he helped 
to build the first house in the pre- 
sent town of Peace River. 

Helped Plan Road 

Later he boated up the Peace Ri- 
ver to Fort St. John to see about 
establishing a post. The following 
year he superintended the building 
of the first road from Grouard to 
Peace River crossing. He then visit- 
ed Hudson Hope and wintered at 
Fort St. John. In 1881, travelling by 
horseback to Bear Creek, he estab- 
lished the first post in the Grande 
Prairie district at Cutbank lake. 
That also was the year he supervised 
the erection of the Hudson's Bay 
post at Dunvegan, buildings which 
have survived to this day. 

Dunvegan on the Peace became 
an important centre of the fur 
trade and it was there that Father 
Grouard, pioneer Roman Catholic 
missionary, (later Bishop Grouard), 
erected his church. The two men 
became friends, a friendship that 
lasted until the death of Bishop 
Grouard. “Twelve-Foot Davis” who 
lies buried above the town of Peace 


River, was another friend of Tom 
Keri, even though a rival trader, 
Manager of Post 

In 1885 Mr. Kerr was appointed 
manager of the Grande Prairie post. 
On his return from a trip to Scot- 
land three years later he was sta- 
tioned at Edmonton for two years. 
His next post was Athabaska Land- 
| ing. Next he tried trapping in the 
Great Slave lake country, at Fort 
McMurray and other points before 
re-entering the service of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company. 

In 1901 he again visited Scotland 
and returned with a Scottish bride 
Their honeymoon was spent on a 
long voyage across the Atlantic in 
a whaler and in overcoming mis- 
fortune after misfortune 6n_ their 
way to Peace River crossing 
Caught in ice jams, they had to 
build a hand sleigh and transport 
their possessions over snow and ice 
to Fort Vermilion and their post at 
Little Red River. Three children 
were born at that lonely northern 
post, the first white children in the 
district. 

In 1911 the Kerrs moved to Stur- 


a trading post which they conduct- 
ed until recently.

Alarming France 


| PARIS, (ONA)—A_ serious up- 
swing in juvenile delinquency in 
| France has been recorded since the 
end of the war. 

| ‘The number of youthful delin- 
quents brought before the courts 
has risen from 12,165 in 1939 to 
| about 35,000 in 1945, official statis- 
tics reveal, and the end of the in- 
crease is not in sight.
